BEBMENOIA DEFEATS OBONTA8. 

The cold weather of yaaterday kept the at- 
tendance at Lakeside down to the regnlara, bnt 
those that went ont to the Indiana track were 
well repaid for their visit as the conteete proved 
in moat cases to be the most exciting of the 
weak. A crisp, heavy wind blew all afternoon 
bnt despite this fact comparatively fast time 
was made. Fonr favorites ont of six scored. 
The betting was brisk and fairly heavy. 

The principal race of tbs day was the fourth, 
a dash of one mile for three-ycar-olde and up- 
ward. Hermencia with Cobnrn in the saddle 
was made a 7 to 5 favorite and rewarded the 
confidence placed in him by his many backers 
by winning in easy fashion. He took the lead 
at flag fall and simply played with bis field, 
winning easily by two lengths from Orontas, 
which beat Wayward Boy one for second place. 
Orontas closed np fast in the last eighth bnt 
the distance was too short for him. W. J. De- 
boe’s effort was far below bis best form and he 
gradually fall away beaten after the first quar- 
ter had been run. Wayward Boy ran a fairly 
good race but tired in the stretch drive. 

To the surprise of many Fury oar, whoso show- 
ings of late have been consistently poor, took 
the first race, a fonr and one-half furlongs 
scramble, by a head from Smith’s Beal in a 
dingdong finish. Crescent City was third, one 
length away. He was outrun in the early part 
of the race bnt closed np fast in the last eighth. 
Fade Meny, the favorite, was never a serious 
contender, the weight appearing to anc’ or him. 

Andes proved to be a shade the best in the 
second race, a six and a half furlongs dash, 
beating Maggie Davis a neck on the post after a 
spirited finish down through the last eighth.

NOTES OP TRE TURK. 



Mr. J, B. Haggin, of the Rancho del Paso and 
Elmendorf etnda, has joat aecnrod another high- 
ly bred English stallion for bis tboronghbred 
enterprise in the six-year-eld horse Greenan, by 
St. Simon— Snnriao. Greenan, who was bred by 
Mr. J. H. Honldswortb, has always raced in 
that gentleman’s “green and gold, yellow cap.’’ 
His victories aa a tbree-y oar-old in 1898 com- 
prised tbe Great National Breedara’ Foal 
Stakes at Redcar, for which he started favorite 
at 5 to 4, and won by two lengths, and the $5,0C0 
Groat Yorkshire Stakes at York. The latter 
race was at a mile and three-qnartera, and 
Greenan accomplished a neck victory over Batt, 
who had earlier in the year been beaten laea 
than a length by Jeddah in tbe Epsom Derby. 
Ae a fonr-year-old Greenan won the $5,000 Great 
Wbitsantide Handicap at Hurst Park from a 
strong field, snbeeqaent to running a close eec- 
ond to Mr. L. O. Appleby’s horse Knight of the 
Thistle in the Kempton Park “Jubilee’’ Stakee. 
Later in the same year Greenan had the hard 
lack to be defeated a short head by tbe eix-year- 
old Cassock’s Pride for the $5,000 Great Elor 
Handicap, one mile and three-qnarters. at York, 
Qrescan carried 126 ponnds in this race, con- 
ceding weight to every one of bis ten opponente, 
of whom CasBock’s Pride carried only 111. The 
third horse was Sinopi. then a three-year.old, 
which has this year been nnbeaten in tbe colors 
of Mr. Foxball Keene 

Greenau’s carear in 1900, while marked by no 
victories, witnesaed him score a creditable sec- 
ond under 115 pounds to Strike a Light (fonr 
years, ^12 ponuds) in the Great ':WhitBnntide 
Handicap, one (mile and a half, at Hnrat Park, 
for which race be was again theltop weight. 

On the score of bloodlinese Greenan ia vary 
choice. His airo, St. Simon, is easily tbe cham- 
pion stallion of tbe age, while Greenan’e dam 
Banrise. is m-ost beantifnlly bred, being by 
Springfield— Banray, she by King of the Forest 
— Snnshine, she by Thormanby— Sunbeam, which 
won the St. Loger of 1858. 

The family is a great one. Sunrise has her- 
self prodneed Dunure, a full brother to Greenan, 
which is a snccessfol stallion on tbs Continent. 
Greenan’s half sister, Greoba, is the dam of 
Eager, England’s best miler of tbe last decade. 
SaDshine, Greenau’s third dam, also produced 
Bnshey Park ana Napoli, the latter being tbe ] 
dam of Orvisto and Larono, respectively win- 
ners of the Kempton Park “Jnbilee’’ and the 
£10,Q(X) Jockey Clcb Stakee. 

This blood has already scored in America, for 
Peep u’ Day’s dam, Sondown, is by Springfield 
— Snasbine, and Graenan’s dam is therefore 
bred cm exactly the same lines, with the ad- 
dition of a King of the Forest cross. Tbe dam 
of Sanbeam was Sunflower (by Bay Middleton), 
to which Voter. America’s champion miler of 
recent years, traces directly tbe female line.- 
Daily America.
